The Church of England do’s Re- 
Ordain thofe Presbyterian Minifters that come 
over to her, and admitsnone for Prieffs or 
Deacons but who have Receiv’d Epi/copal Or- 
dination as you may fee in the Preface to 
her Book of Ordination. This fhews plainly, 
That fhe looks upon Presbyterian Minifters as 
meet Lay-A4en. And you can fhew me no 
other Confirmation of their Baprifms inthe 
Church of England, than ot the Baptifms ot 
any other Lay-A4en, which you, Mr. Review, 
your felf have condemn’d.
